The Palmer House in Chicago held, on 
Thursday and Friday of last week, a very 
respectable body of gentlemen, to the number 
of eighty-nine, every one of whom is infavor 
of the immediate construction of, a railroad 
between O hicago and a South Atlantic port, 
provided it is laid past his own door. Indi- 


South Carolina, and Georgia were represent- 
ed in the convention.

Governor Magoffin, of Kentucky, was 
chosen President of the convention, and 
after he had returaed his thanks for the 
honor of, etc., there ensued a mixed presenta- 
tion of the claimsof the various routes, that 
lasted through two entire days. It might 
be well at this point to state that Potter 
Palmer had tendered the hospitalities of his 
magnificent hotel to the members of the con- 
vention during their stay in Chicago. They 
did not seem to bein a hurry. 

General Clingman, Professor Smith, and 
other representatives of North Carolina 
opened the ball with much talk about the 
mineral wealth and easy grades of their 
paradisical State. 5 

South Carolina got io next. She talked 
sweet about her inability to raise her own 
food, which must and could only come from 
Chicago. But here truoble was developed. 
The railroad projectors of the Palmet- 
to State were not a unit. Some wanted 
to lay the rails through Cumberland Gap 
and down the French Broad straight to 
Charleston, while others said that they must 
be laid via Knoxville and Rebun Gap to 
Port Royal. Port Royal said corn would 
mold and flour become worthless in Charles- 
ton, and Charleston retorted by saying, you're 
another. 

Georgia participated in the discussion 
through Captain Erwin, who favored the 
Blue Ridge and Rabun Gap route. From the 
latter point connections could be made with 
the Georgia Central, a powerful corporation, 
whose roads runs through the best portions 
of the State.” In that way he said, all of 
Georgia and the most fertile parts of Florida 
could be reached. In the matter of aid, 
Georgia would furnish railroads alr eady 
built and stocked. Colonel Wilson, of 
Knoxville, thought the Blue Ridge route was 
the only one that the convention could safe- 
ly adopt. 

In the end, the convention resolved that 
they were in favor of a trunk railroad from 
Chicago “to one or more of the South At- 
lantic ports, with such branches and connec- 
tions as are necessary to supply the planting 
States ;” and the delegates pledged their best 
efforts, in the way of charters, connections 
and subscriptions, to build the proposed 
roads. As to the exact route, it was, says the 
report, tacitly agreed to leave its determina- 
tion to “the engineers and surveyors, who 
are to select the most feasible line,” which 
was a very sensible conclusion to arri at 
after such a waste of words. And then the 
meeting adjourned. 

Captain Erwin was right when he said 
that the Rabun Gap route is preferable to 
the Broad French Toute, if Chicago wishes 
toreach the South Atlantic Statcs. The 
truth is, she had better build straight to At- 
lanta, from which railroads radiate, not only 
to Port Royal and Savannab, but also to 
every section of the South Atlantic States. 
Atlanta is the lieart, the distributive center, 
of those States, and she also possesses the 
most direct and practicable routes to the sea. 
The practical mea of the coming engineer 
corps will make all this so plain that the men 
of Chicago will readily see their way-to a 
correct and economical conclusion.

HIGH SCHOOLS. { 

The High Schools have been well sustained through - 
out the year. The number enrolied in the Boys’ 
High School has be-n 131; ia the Girls’ High School 
170. 
At the close of the schools in Jude a class wss grad- 
uated from each of these schools, consisting of eleven 
from the Girls’ School and five from ihe Boys’. This 
was the firat graduating c'ass of the Public Scbools. 
Their graduating exerciscs, which were held at the 
Represeutatives Hall, in the Capitol building, on the 
evening of the first of July, were of an interesting 
character, and were largely attended by the citizens 
of Atlanta. 
The Girls’ High Schoo] has a course of study for 
four years, and at present consists of four classes with 
four teachers. 
The Boys’ High School has a three years’ course ot 
study, with three classes and three teachers. The 
course in the Boys“ School is too limited ; it shou d 
occupy four years. It can be so «xtended as soon as 
the number of pupile will justify the formation of 
four classes. 
The two classes in the High Schools, consisting cf 
fifty girls and forty-five boys, who were received at 
the beginning of the school year, have been very ad- 
cessful in their work, and all f them who have been 
in attendance throughout the year have been ad: anced 
to the next grade. 
They were promoted from the Grammar Schools last 
year on ¢xamination, and were consequentiy better 
prepared for High School work than were the classes 
preceding them. 


nity, should be 20 manazed as to give satisfac ion to 
all, There are chronic fault finders in every commu- 
nity, men of peculiar views, and there are those also 
who look with disfavor upon every project not d- 
vised or di cted by themeelves. Frejadice and a 
narrow self-interest influerce others, and lead them 
to oppose the echools. In all the schools, too, there 
are a few children who are not enccess'u!, and who 
do not advance with their ¢lastes, owing often to 
their mental incapacity, perhaps, but due sometimes, 
no doubt, to the want of shill and tact on the part of 
the teachers. To the parents of such child en the 
schools of course appear to be a failure. 

Time, and the snecessfal onwsrd march of the 
schools under your wise management, will gradually 
remove both prejudice and misapprehension and 
reduce toa minimum the number of those who are 
opposed to tLe education of all the peop'e by a gene- 
ral system of public schools, free to all, rich and 
poor. 


CONCLUSION, 

In conc.usion, I desire to return my thanks to the 
Board of Education for their kind personal considera- 
tion, tnd for their readiness to supply everything 
essential to the welfare of the schools, The various

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TEACHERS. 


There has been a manifest improveme:t in the 
character of the work done in the schools, due chiefly 
to the increased ill and success of the teachers. 
Near'y all the teachers have, in a good degree, se- 
cured the confidence and affection of the children ua- 
der their charge, and have maintained good discipl'ne 
without resort to violent measures. There has also 
been an evident improvement in the qnality of the 
instruction given, as shown by the results of the 
monthly, term, and annual examinations, The 
teachers, almost without exception, have exhibited 
great zeal in their profession, availing themselves of 
every opportunity for instruction in normal class an d 
elsewhere, in order to better fit themseives for their 
responsible duties. 

The teacher’s duties are by po means so simple and 
8o light as many people suppose. To keep fifiy children 
in order for the six hours of the school day, to train 
them in good habits, to keep them well‘employed, to 
restrain the wayward, to stimulate the iale and slug- 
gish, to keep them all interested in the work of the 
school, to spend an hour outside of school in correct 
ing the written exercises of the day, add another hour 
in preparing for the work of the next day—will so 
tax the vital energies of a faithful teacher, that there 
are few who can bear the nervous strain without se- 
rioas detriment to health.

the New 1 Insurance Compady aud others, to 
carry on said proceedings by Whitcomb against this 
plaintiff to alarm the public, destroy confidence in 
p'alntiff and by reducing plaintiff's resources, to com-
